A Wealthy Resident of Albany 


Shoots His Wife 
rr; 


AHD THEN ENDS HIS OWN EXISTENCE. 


The Tragedy the Result of Long-Con- 


tinued but Futile Efforts to Get Rid 


of the Mother of His 


Four Children. 


NEWARK, N J., Jan. 0.—Chaa. S. 


Qiiackenbush, a wealthy resident of 
Albany, N. Y., shot his wife in the 
head about 8 o'clock last night, and 
then killed himself. He had attempted 
to kill his wife several times, and about 
a month ago was only restrained from 
carrying out his purpose by a police- 
man. Throe weeks ago he tried to 
ohoot her ngaln. Last night ho re- 
turned from Montreal, Can., and went 
to the house where his wife was living 
at 154 Wan-en street. He went to the 
kitchen from the hall and saw Ills 
wife Annie in the next room preparing 
their three little girls, ranging in age 
from 2 to 0 years, for bed. Some hot 
wouls were- exciiuTjged and Quacken- 
bush pulled a levolver from bis pocket 
nuil shot his wife in tho back of the 
head near the car. She had turned to 
lun 
from 
him. 
He 
then 
went 


into the kitchen 
and 
shot twice 


more at her. He then placed the re- 
volver to the roof of his mouth and 
tired, the bullet going through his 
brain and lodging in the ceiling. 


Quaekonbusb took his oldest child, a 


girl of 7 years, to Montreal two weeks 
ago. 


On December 20, he wrote to his wife 


tolling her to send the rest of the chil- 
dren and their clothes to him. The 
letter read ns follows- 


AVNIE—Send uiy clothoq and Maggie's; liar 


muff Rnd my gloves, c-ap mid ahoes and every- 
thing. Rent! our young ones, but you stay 
thorfj 
If you romo you will know the result.

The next day the wife received a tel-

It is pi obablc that as be did not re- 


ceive any reply to his message he 
came to s>eo about it. The only per- 
son nt the house at the time of the 
shooting was a Mrs. Gould. She heard 
three shots and heard a heavy fall, but 
wa.« nfiaid to see what was the matter. 
Mr. Gould returned a few minutes after 
the shooting- and began an investiga- 
tion. 
He found Mrs. Quackenbush 


leaning over the banister, groaning, 
while the three children were huddled 
together in a corner, crying 


The police were notified and were 


soon upon the scene. 
Quackenbusli 


was found lying in a pool of blood by 
the kitchen table. His wife was taken 
to St. Michael's hospital in an ambu- 
lance. There the doctors probed for the 
Inillct and found that it had entered the 
brain. She remained unconscious from 
the timo she was discovered in the hall- 
way until she died, and could not make 
any statement in regard to the shoot- 
ing 


Quackenbush had about $40,000in se- 


curities on his person and 8750 in cash. 
He fell heir to a large estate in tills city 
by the death of his father a few months 
ago, 
and since then has been trying to 


get rid of his wife. She had persisted in 
following him. At Albany Quacken- 
bush repeatedly tried to kill his wife.

A Terrible Explosion in a Crowded 


Coal Mine. 


FOUR 
HUNDRED LIVES IMPERILED, 


Of Whom Only One Hundred and Fifty 


Escape Injury—The Others Killed 


or Injured—The Usual Heart- 


rending Scenes. 


SOUTH MCALLIS'IEB, I. T., Jan, 8.— 


The horrors of tho Diamond disaster at 
Braidwooil, 111., about eight years ago, 
was re-euiictcd here last uight, and to- 
day, except that in this instance, fire 
instead of Hood was the instrument of 
destmction. As the miners were pre- 
paring- to leave shaft No. 11 at Krebbs, 
5 miles from here, operated by the 
Osago Coal and Mining- Co., shortly 
alter 
5 o'clock 
last 
evening, 
a 


terrific explosion 
occurred 
spread- 


ing death among- tho 400 or more 
minors at work. 
It is impossible 


at present to obtain any accurate in- 
formation as to the number of the 
lives lost or persons Injured, but it is 
known that at least 100 men are en- 
tombed in the mine, and it is only pos- 
sible to asscrtain their number by a 
canvtu,s from house to house, which is 
bein<, 
r umile by a committee appointed 


for the purpose. 11 is generally con- 
reded that the dead will number close 
to 100, anil the injured about as many, 
a groat number of whom have no pros- 
pect of i-ecrrverj7. 


Physicians of the neighboring towns 


and cities have tendered their services 
and are worked to their utmost in car- 
ing for tho injured 
Miners from neigh- 


boring coal fields have flocked in by 
every train (luring1 the day and night, 
tendering- their assistance and heroic- 
ally volunteering' to enter the gloomy 
shaft in which so many of their com- 
rades have perished, and in which per- 
haps death even awaited them on ac- 
count of tho loosened boulders, which 
the shock of the explosion left upon a 
flimsy balance, and which a breath of 
air might precipitate upon them. 


The McAllister mines dot the prairie 


at intervals from a quarter of a_ mile, 
and each is sxirrounded. by the usual 
cluster of hovels which serve the pur- 
pose of homes to the miners. These 
homes present u pathetic picture to - 


y 
Tbero is not one of them which 


does not mourn the loss of cither mem- 
ber or friend. 
Those who have re- 


covered tlitiir dead, though their agony 
is pictured in their faces, seem to ex- 
perience a silent content in comparison 
with tho many who are still thronging1 
around the mouth of the dismal hole 
awaiting tidings of the loved ones, who 
Fife still entombed 


Very little has been accomplished to- 


day in the way of relieving those who 
may still be alive and hemmed in by 
falling- walls. It is probable that a 
week will elapse before the men can be 
reached. Many of them no doubt, are 
still alive, but they lire shut oft' from 
egress and must lemaiu so until,they 
can be reached by outside help. 


The exact cause of the catastrophe is 


unknown, but it is supposed that con- 
tra)'.v to the custom and rule of the 
mines some miner fired a blast without 
authority, the blast igniting either the 
gas or coal dust and causing the ex- 
plosion, which, was terrific. One of the 
hoisting- cages had just come to the 
surface with six men aboard. 
As the 


last man btepped from the platform, 
the cu^e, propeled by the explosion, 
blew up through the roof fifty or sixty 
feet above, while the flames went sky- 
ivard a hundred or more feet, followed 
by a report which was heard for miles. 


Nearly half the men employed ia the 


mine escaped by climbing- the 
air 


shaft. 
One man whose leg was broken 


by the explosion climbed the entire 450 
Feet to tho top of the shaft. 
Others 


climbed whose He "ah was so badly 
burned that it would strip from their 
hands a« thi'y clasped the ladders. One 
father still ted his son to the top on the 
Last cage, landing1 him safely, while he 
liimsolf perished by remaining behind. 


It is difficult to identify the bodies as 


they arc brought to the surface. All 
are blackened almost beyond recogni- 
tion, while many are mangled and 
charred to the extent that fragments of 
their clothing or contents of their 
poclccts alone serve to 
prove their 


Identity 


There were about 400 men at work, 


and as near as can be ascertained about 
150 of them escaped injury, while the 
others are either imprisoned or hare 
been brought up dead or injured. Each 
trip of the cage brings to light a new 
victiua, which tho volunteers carefully 
cany to the mine blacksmith shop, 
which has been utilized as a temporary 
morgue, and through which the anx- 
ious crowds of mines' wives and chil- 
dren surge in search >of the absent 
members of fieir families. 


No arrangements have been made aa 


to funerals 
The different secret or- 


ganizations have piist.'il notices calling 
special meetings for to-night, when ar- 
rangements will "bo made for appro- 
priate seivices for all the dead.

Laying Water Service Pipes With- 


out DisginB Trenches. 


In several ot the New England towns 


the waterworks authorities have an er- 
cellent plan for laying service pipes from 
the street mains to private houses with- 
out tearing up the lawns by digging a 
trench. A trench is dug from the main 
to the sidewalk and then a hole is bored 
underneath the lawn with the service 
pipe itself, which is connected to a fire 
ping by means of a hoae. 
The pipe is 


pushed into the ground and the jet of 
water boreB a hole in advance. 
When 


one section has been pushed as far as it 
will go, another is screwed on and the 
process repeated. By this maanB a pipe 
can be carried 75 or 80 feet under ground 
without a trench and two men can often 
make thre e or four connections in a single 
day.

Button Box. 


The bent kind of button boxes we have 


overseen are made as follows: Paste to- 
gether six pasteboard boxes, such as 
druggists use in preparing prescriptions 
for powders. - These boxes slide out like 
little [drawers, and a button is sewn to 
the outside to indicate its contents. A 
white pearl, bone, fancy, or shoe button 
is placed on the drawer designed for 
holding those peculiar buttons, while a 
hook and eye ond a safety-pin aewed to 
another will readily explain the contents. 
A yard and a quarter of satin ribbon two 
inches wide is tied about the whole, with 
a bow at the top, forming a neat little 
OBFP, which some people will prefer to 
bm ton bags. 


Improved Trolley Device. 


TUa most interesting thing in conneo- 
on with tha eleotrioroad that runs from 
Trankford to Offenbach is the arrange- 
ment of the trolley. Instead of employ-

ductors are iron tubes with a slot out 
out on the under aide.

Oopper feeders covered with iron 


wire sheathing connect with the tabes 
and distribute the current. The advan- 
tage of the arrangement is that a wire or 
other object falling on the line cannot 
interfere with the working of the trolley-

About 10:30 o'clock that night the postmaster 
sent two of the employes to my room to notify 
me ol his Injury, and to request that 1 notify his 
wife, who hu rooms ID tlic s line bulldlm; that I 
have, ot ilia accident. A copy ol the telcsiam 
was at nee forwarded to you by me. 


It seems tbat tlie Northern Pact nc Railroad 


company has a supply yard ot a small station 
near the I Juno border, at a small station called 
Sunset.

the accident occurred at 8 o'clock in the 
evening, just after tbe engine whistled 
for the Su set station. Then it was that 
Mr. Huiuts opened the door or window ot 
the cur to look out. His bead came m con- 
tact with the ties, th^ ends of which were 
piled up at the sido of the ruilroad 
within seven incuts of passing coaches, 
Hainee was found in a dying state in his 
oar by George Hoke and others. The 
responsibility o! the Pacific railroad 
company is not denied, and no doubt the 
company will settle with tbe yuiiog 
widow without a trial. 


The following reference to Ihe de- 


ceased appeared in a Spokane paper: 


"Corey S. Haines was born in Virginia 


36 years ago. Be came to this city sev- 
eral years ago and engaged in the watch- 
making business. He next engaged in 
civil engineering and worked wth sev- 
eral surveying parties, but was soon af- 
terward appointed as a messenger ot the 
Pacific Express Company, a position he 
held until the org nization of the Spo- 
kane paid fire department in whioh be 
ac cepted a position. 


He did not remain in the department 


long, but resigned and over a year ago 
was appointed to the railway mail service 
between Tacoma and Portland. He was 
afterward transferred to the Spokane & 
Palonss route. He wns married last 
spring to Miss Mary Qordy of Deoatnr, 
lil., who was ->ith him at the time of his 
death. He was a member of rjpokane 
Lodge No. 17,1.
